The burning was on the 

scene of the negro’s crime, within 10) 

yards of the principal thoroughfare of 

this city. 

The assault and murder was one of 
the boldest and coldest-blooded crimes 
ever committed in Florida. At 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning Mrs. Taggart, who 
was born and reared in this place, 
and was a woman of good family and 
reputation, went fishing alone in a 
small rowboat that she kept at the 
city bridge over Piaco Is 
in full view of the’public thoroughfares 
A few minutes before noon, desiring to 
return home, she rowed her bDdat to 
the bridge and made it fast. A negro 
was fishing from the bridge af the 
time. Mrs. started home, ard 
had proceeded only a few steps ig the 
swamp toward the open prairie and 
the sireet, when she was approached 
by Rochelle, who had been hiding in 
the swamp. He teized her, and ene 
broke loose, and, screaming, ren 
the prairie where he overtook her. 


Knees and, taking his knife from 
his pocket, cut. her throat from ear to 
ear, causing thstont death. He then 
walked to the negro who had been 
fishing on the bridge, and who was 
thoroughly frightened, and asked him 
what he should do with the body.

capturers evaded detection and suc- 
ceeded in getting their prisoner quietly 
into the city and turning him over 
to the Sheriff of Polk county. In less 
than ten minutes after the transfer 
had been made, the streets became 
congested with people and the crowd, 
augmented as it marched, moved on 
jail. 

In spite of the Sheriff and a strong 
1rd of deputies, who made every 
effort to protect him from mob vio- 
lence. the mob secured the prisoner 
and took up the march to the scene 
ef the crime. Rochelle was halt 
dragged, half carried to the bridge, 
enveloped ‘by a great throng of peo- 
ple of all ages. Scream after scream 
broke from the wretch’s lips, followed 
by groans ond prayers for mercy. At 
the bridge, the mob turned toward 
the prairie, and then into the swamp 
and to the scere of the negro’s crime. 
By common consent, burning was to 
be the penalty. There were no ropes, 
no plans for lynching by hanging. The 
stake was the only suggestion as to 
the proper explation of the crime.

BOAT BLOWN 
INTO ATOMS. 


Frightful Explosion at 
Booneville, Mo. 


Houses and Ferry are 
Badly Wrecked. 


Detonation, Felt for Miles. 
Two Workmen Killed. 
Losses Heavy. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

BOONEVILLE (Mo.) May 29.—The 
Laurine, a fourteen-ton freight boat 
plying between Booneville and Roche- 
port, on the Missouri River, is a com-* 
plete wreck, having been biown to 
atoms by explosives stored on board. 
Bert Cripe, white, of Osceola, Mo., and 
Steve Wilson, colored, of Denison, Tex., 
who were employed on the boat and 
who have been missing since the ex- 
plosion, are thought to have been 
killed. Considerable damage to ad- 
joining property resulted from the ex- 
plosion, which was felt for miles. The 
loss is heavy, but cannot be given af 
present. 

The steamer was the property of the 
Rocheport Ferry and Packet Company 
and was about ready to leave for the 
works below town when the accident 
occurred. Capt. Fred Farris was in 
charge. He and the other employés, 
with the exceptions noted, escaped. The 
Laurine was propelled by a gasolihe 
engine, and when a match was applied 
to the generator, the gasoline exploded. 
The captain and employés of the boat 
immediately vacated. The fire spread 
rapidly to the supply tanks filled with 
gasoline and a second explosien oc- 
curred. 

In the rear end of the vessel was 
stored 2100 pounds of dynamite, about 
one hundred kegs of powder, eight 
cases of fuse and 1000 detonating cape 
When all this exploded the Laurine 
was blown to atoms, and many thous- 
ands of dollars’ worth of property in 
the city was destroyed. The ferry- 
boat Joseph L. Stephens, lying 500 
yards above the scene of the disaster, 
was badly damaged, the woodwork of 
the upper deck and pllot-house being 
torn into kindling wood. All escaped 
f the ferry. The damage to the 
fe is estimated at $1500. 

Three residences, belonging to Joe 
Sherrer, Mre. Baily H. Johnson and 
Charies Dunkle, about six hundred 
yards the disaster, wére wrecked 
at a loss of several hundred dollars. 
Fifteen plate-giass windows in busi- 
hess houses on Main street, a half 
mile away, were broken, and nearly 
all of the windows and glass doors for 
a mile surrounding the accident were 
smashed by the concussion.

The Credentials Committee's report 
showed a total representation of 1359 
camps, with an aggregate attendance 
of 2309 delegates. The report of the 
Committee on Confederate Memorials 
showed total resources of the organiga- 
tion at the present time to be $228,710. 
Members of the Memorial Committee 
_ were ordered to meet within ninety 
'days in Richmond, Va., to make final 
arrangement4 for the laying of the 
corner stone of the Battle Abbey, which 
is to be the great Confederate memo- 
rial. 

A partial report of the Committee on 
Resolutions was reported. It resolved 
that Congress be requested to make 
sufficiert appropriation for the care of 
Confederate dead in the cemeteries in 
the North; that thanks be extended to 
Congress and to the President for the 
passage of the act making an appro- 
priation for the reinterment of the 
Confederate dead, interred in the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Washington. and 
that whenever the request for the dead 
of any Confederate State be made by 
any State or organized memoria) asso- 
elation that they be restored jo the 
care of their native State.

DAGUERRE’S DISCOVERY. 
Story of the Camera’s Birth Told by 
the Man in Whose House it Took 


The First Pictures. 

(Salt Lake Herald:] From the five- 
minute sitting to the instantaneous 
flash, from the stonk reproduction to 
the picturing of life itself, Gus Hen- 
riod of Nephi has run the gamut of 
photographical development. Mr. Hen- 
riod was present at, he even assisted, 
in the birth of photography. He has 
seen the infant grow through the last 
sixty odd years, until it has become 
one of the most valued adjurets of 
modern civilization. 

It was along in the year 1839 that 
Daguerre, an obscure little Frenchman, 
came to the home of Mr. Henriod’s 
ther. and asked to be taken as a 
rder. This was in the seaport town 
of Havre, then, as now, one of the most 
important maritime centers in the 
world. The elder Henriod was a ma- 
rine insurance writer. He had a large 
house, and there was room in it for 
Daguerre. 

One morning at the breakfast table 
Daguerre amused the Henriod family 
by telling of a curious experience he 
had had during the night. He said he 
was lying awake in bed when he no- 
ticed reflections of people and car- 
riages. They seemed to be moving 
along in an endless procession, and for 
a moment Daguerre thought the room 
was haunted. Casting about for a so- 
lution of the mystery, he noticed a 
small shaft of moonlight that came 
through a knothole in the shutter. He 
placed his finder over the hole, and the 
procession on the cealing stopped. 
Again he let the light through and 
again the procession began. The mys- 
tery was solved. The people and the

and he would make me sit In front of 
the lens many minutes during his ex- 
periments, At first he could catch only 
‘a shadowy outline of my re. Then 
he caught a dark, solid 
anv features at all. 

“But seven months after I began to 
sit for him he produced a very fair 
likeness, and he was the happlest man 
you ever saw. The camera was con- 
sidered by all who saw it to be a most 
wonderful invention. It is true that 
thore who desired their pletures taken 
must sit possibly ten minutes to bring 
out the likeness. The least motion 
would ruin the picture and then it 
would all have to be done over again. 
Then a senerate sitting had to be 
given for each picture. That Is, if you 
wanted a dozen pictures you had to sft 
a dozen times. They couldn't all be 
printed from one plate as now. But 
Monsieur Daguerre kept on w 
until he had at least laid a strong 
foundation for the photography of to- 
day. Now they take a picture, zip, like 
that, and it’s all over.”

Steel. 24-1000 of an inch thick. It 
measures about nine inches hign and 
five inches broad. From this are cut 
out long, narrow holes, three rows of 
eight each. The holes are upright, 
three inches high and half an inch 
wide.

Between adjacent plates ts 
inserted a plate of perforated hard 
rubber, and six plates (three pairs) 
can be so combined that their united 
thickness ts about on inch and a half. 
iron and nickel are both obtained 
in a finely-divided state, for the prep- 
aration of the briquettes, by the spe- 
cit] process not described. 

Regarding the capacity of this kind 
of battery Dr. Kennelly mp te the fol- 
lowing comparison.

battery weighed from 124.5 to 186.5 
pounds to each horse power, whereas 
the Edison battery weighs only 53.3 
pounds, thus rendering fully two or 
three times as much service for the 
same weight. 

Mr. Edison says that for automobiles 
he would employ y about the same 
proportion of a full’charge before re- 
charging; that is, he would reduce the 
charge from a starting point of 1.5 
volts to 1.1. But he declares that he 
could run the charge down to a very 
much lower point, if it were requisite 
or useful to do so, without damaging 
the battery. He also insists that a 
rate of charging and discharging 
might be adopted that Is much more 
rapid than customary without injur- 
ing the battery. And he thinks that 
all chemical action that would destroy 
his plates has been averted, so that 
the battery will practically last for- 
ever. Some bulging of the pockets oc- 
curs when the battery is charged, but 
not enough to burst them, and during 
the tests made thus far no material 
has been ejected from the briquettes 
through the perforations. Mr. Edison 
says that his battery can eventually be 
made at a price that will make each 
horse power of output cost as little as 
one from the lead battery. 

When Dr. Kennelly had finished 
reading his paper, inquiries were ad- 
dressei to him from a dogen sources, 
and extended comment was made on 
the subject. .All of this was amiable, 
but there was a good deal of polite 
scepticism evinced.

Amazing Enterprise to be Commenced 
This Year—-What American Scientists

ASHINGTON (D. C.) May /0.— 

The breeding of a race of human 

giants is an amazing enterprise 
to be commenced this year at Rouen, 
France, the ancient capitabh of Nor- 
mandy and the scene of the burning 
of Joan of Arc. Count St. Ouen de 
Pierrecourt, who has just left an en- 
dowment of $2,000,000 to .support the 
undertaking, is a descendant of Wil- 
liam of Normandy, who conquered 
England in 1064. 

To regenerate the French people 
and, ultimately, the entire human race 
is the announced purpose of the count 
in bequeathing this great fortune. His 
scheme is practically one of selective 
propagation, such as is employed in 
stock breeding. Hfs money is left as 
a fund for encouraging giants and 
Siantesses to marry. One per cent. 
will be given away thus each year. 
One couple, selected, every twelve- 
month, will therefore receive the neat 
and comfortble sum of ‘20,000, a nest 
egg with which to commence house- 
keeping and with which io support the 
little giants and piantesses which the 
stork may happen to drop down the 
chimney. The fund has been  be- 
queathed to the city and the principal 
will last indefiniteiy. 

A matrimonial agency for fianis 
only will be immediately cstablished 
in Rouen. Theve a boarml of medical 
men will examine -anilidates who 
ply. The healthiest couple presenting 
themselves will «nnualiy be chosen 
for wedlock, probably under the guar- 
antee that offspring appear withip a 
reasonable length of time. 

Not at all romantic to be sure, does 
such a method of mating appear to be 
at first blush. In view of the natural 
ldw of attraction between opposites it 
would seem doubtful whether much 
true love will be lost among the hus- 
bands and wives so selected. But thé 
proposition is one of cold science and 
hard cash. Among normal persons we 
seldom find two persons of great 
stature tied together by the nuptial 
knot. The man who stands six feet is 
ever sighing with woeful ballad made 
to an eybrow many inches below his 
own, while the gentleman of squat 
stature is ever plying the seetinge ocean 
of love in search of a consort: who, 
when tied to his howser, wil! make him 
appear as & tug pulling a full-rigged 
ship. But consoling to the ingenious 
matchmakers of Rouen, who, with the 
late count’s bait of gold, will tempt 
giant swains and giant maidens into 
their matrimonial trap will be the fact 
that freaks of abnormal height are al- 
moet invariably ultra good-natured.

But can such a scheme of giant 
propagation succeed’? Dr. Theodore N. 
Gill, the eminent. biologist 
Smithsonian, tells me that it may, pro- 
vided that the giants,and giantesses se- 
lected for the parent stock have a pro- 
nounced tendency toward gigantisem in 
their ancestry for a number of genera- 


tions. Freak giants are often “sports” 
of the human species—not sports in the 
striped shirt, diamond stud and bull- 


dog sense, but sports in the botanical 
sense of the word. In other words, 
their condition is abnormal and not 
hereditary. Such giants would not 
serve the unique purposes of the Count 
De Pierrecout’s scheme. The igsue 
would probably revert to the normal 
ancestors.

HO WILL REORGANIZE 
THE DEMOCRACY? 


BURNING QUESTION AGITATING 
THE UNTERRIFIED. 


Would-be Reformers of the Party Or- 
nization Wondering Where They 
“Are at,” Anyhow—Chairman WNeu- 
hart Master of the Situation. 


Who ts going to reorganize the De- 
mocracy of Los Angeles county? This 
is the burning questi@h that is agitat- 
ing the minds of some of the dnterri- 
fied. 
It is up to County Chairman Daniel 
Neuhart to say who shall do the re- 
organizing, but Daniel is a prophet 
wise in his day and generation, and he 
is taking his own time to announce the 
names cf the savants who shall ct as 
wet nurses to the party's destiny in 
the next 

That the party is in such a bad way 
that it needs reorganizing was con- 
fessed by its representatives assembled 
in county convention last fajl, when 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That at a date not less 
than six months after the next election 
and more than six months before the 
next ensuing election, the Executive 
Committee of the County Central Com- 
mittee shall appoint a special commit- 
tee of fifty leading Democrats, who 
may or may not be members of the 
County Central Committee, for the pur- 
pose of considering a method of party 

ization and a plan for holding 
primary elections, which committee 
shall report a plan and recommenda- 
tions to the county committee. Upon 
receipt of this repcrt the chairman of 
the County Central Committee shall 
cause it to be printed and copies 
mailed to all members of the County 
Central Committee and published in 
one or more daily newspapers of the 
county. Within thirty days after said 
copies are so mailed the chairman of 
the County Central Committee shall 
call a full meeting of the County Cen- 
tral Committee for the purpose of *on- 
sidering and taking action upon such 
report and recommendations, elther by 
adoption, rejection, amendment or such 
other disposition ag the committee may 
see fit.” 

This resolution was  engcineered 
through the convention by George 8. 
Patton, Joe Simons and others of the 
“reform” wing of the county organiza- 
tion. There had been dissatisfaction 
with the manner in which the prima- 
ries h been conducted, and (Chairman 
Neuhart had been subjected to some 
criticiam and badgering for refusing to 
comply with the wishes of s of thee 
would-be reformers, in the r of 
party procedure. 

A programme was arranged by which 
it wus proposed to supersede Neuhart 
as chairman by Eugene Germain or 
some other Democrat in sympathy 
with the Patton-Simon-Burke idea of 
running the party machinery. This new 
chairman would practically have the 
naming of the Reorganization Commit- 
tee, but Newhart's friends were in the 
majority in the convention. They ac- 
cepted the reorganization proposition 
offered by the opposing faction and re- 
elected Neuhart county chairman by 
an overwhelming vote. Thus Neuhart 
has the naming of the committee whith 
is supposed to reform his own admin- 
istration. That is why Daniel grins 
whenever the subject of naming the 
Reorganization Committee ts broached. 

According to the terms of the reso- 
lution, the time during which the ap- 
pointments mar be made commenced 
May 7 and has yet nearly a year to 
run, as the next election’ will not take 
place before November, 1902. There- 
fore Chairman Newhert is in no hurry 
to announce the personne! of the com- 
mittee, as the old party can get along 
very well during these piping times of 
political peace without being reorgan- 
ized. Still, a number of the faithful 
are feeling uneasy and are imratient 
to have the committee named so that 
the Democrats of the county may. know 
just what sort cf reform to expect. 

When asked yesterday as to his in- 
tentions about the anpointment ‘of the 
special committee. Chairman Neuhart 
stated blandly that he had not yet 
riven the question any thought, as he

INE OWNERS 
ARE HAPPY. 


The Santa Fé Will Build 
Eighty-Mile Exten- 
sion for Them. 


It is stated on good author- 
ity that the mine owners along 
the Colorado River in the 
Ehrenberg and Tyson Wells 
districts in Arizona have been 
assured that the Santa Fe will 
this fall build an extension of 
its line from Wickenburg to 
Ehrenberg, in Arizona, a dis- 
tance of about eighty miles. 

The proposed new extension 
will pase through the Har- 
shaw and Harqua Hala min- 
ing districts, and the Los An- 
geles mining men interested 
in these sections are much en- 
couraged over the outlook for 
a cheaper means of transpor- 
tation for their ores to the 
emelters. There are a large 
number of claims within easy 
access to the new line that have 
large bodies of medium grade 
copper and gold ores which 
have laid idle for many years 
because there was no way to 
get them tothe market. The 
nearest railroad point wae at 
Congress Junction, sixty miles 
distant, over a wagon road 
that practically had no water- 
ing places on it. Conse- 
quently the cost of transport- 
ing ore rendered shipping it 
to the smelters unprofitable. 
The new road will;afford a 
cheap means of hauling ore 
to the Santa Fe main line, 
whence it can be shipped 
either to El Paso or Colorado 
points at reasonable rates. 
There are also large deposits 
of lead ore in this section, 
which isin much demand by 
the large smelters, and many 
abandoned claims will again 
commence to yield dividends. 

Many sales are reported of 
mining properties in the 
northern part of Yuma coun- 
ty. The Bullard mine in the 
Harshaw Mountains has been 
sold toan English syndicate 
for half a million dollars, and 
C. E. Bradshaw, who is at pres- 
entin Los Angeles, has sold 
out nearly all his interests in 
the Tyson district for $100,000, 
Many emalier sales have been 
made,and as soon as cooler 
weather sets in a great deal of 
work will be done on the 
properties that huve changed 
ownership.

Von Polenz Talks About 
the Emperor. 


Interview With German 
Nobleman. 


: Interesting Visitor in Los An- 
geles Who Thinks William 
Knows It All. 


; .Baron George von Polenz, lieutenant 
of the King’s Hussags of the German 
army, and military attaché of the Ger- 
man Legation at Peking, is spending 
some time in the city, a guest at the 
Westminster. The baron has been in 
China for several years, and pagsed 
through the siege of the Morgolian 
capital. While but a young man, he has 
attained distinction in his own country 
rot only as a soldier but aiso as a sci- 

/ entist. He is enjoying a well-earned 

Vacation in Southern Califernia. 

To a Times reporter last evening the 
baron spoke interestingly of conditions 
in Europe. For the Kaiser he has a 
respect that is almost reverence. “No 

/ @ne knows how great a man our Em- 
peror is,” he said. ‘Nobody appreciates 
him but the Germans. No one realizes 
how much he has done for Germany. 
There is nothing he does not know, 
nothing he cannot do, I have seen him 
in consultation with his ministers at 2 
o'clock in the morning, and then at § 
o'clock be present at an army review. 
Me is an indefatigable worker. He is 
kind and just and true. He is adered 
by the whole nation, and will go dow 
in history ag one of the world’s grea 
est rulers.” 

ADMIRES OUR SOLDIERS. . 

Baron von Polenz has the highest 
admiration for the American soldier, 
and he expresses his opinions in re- 
markably pure English. “There is no 
soldier in the world who can approach 
the American,” says the baron. “He is 
all that the ideal warrior should be— 
fearless, bold, with discretion, taking 
great chances where the end justifies it, 
and fighting with his head as we.i as 
with his hands. and the baron 
sighed, deprceiatingly, “the life of an 
American officer must be an easy one.’ 

“Every soldier among the American 
troops which I have seen in China is 
an officer. I mean by this that they 
anticipate just what is to be done 

. and they would do it almost as well 

without their commanders. And yet 

Yat the same time they are as obedient 
as the best-drilled Gérman troops. It 
is hard for me to understand this, and 
the only solution which occurs to me 
is the high average inteliigence en- 
joyed by the American, and an in- 
dependence of thought, expression and 
action possessed by no other nat‘on. 

HOW WE COMPARE. 

“The German army, and the Ameri- 
can?” he answered, when asked for 
his opinion of the relative merits. 
“There is no comparison. There can 
be none. One cannot contrast an 
army of five millions with one of less 
than one hundred thousand. The 
German army is a great, a splendid 
machine. It is the most perfectiy- 
trained body of men in the wor!d. And 
they are brave and hardy and they 
have a love for the Fatherland which 
is the highest of patriotism. But it 
must be acknowledged that they do 

not possess the individuality of the 

jAmerican soldier. The officers do t*eir 

thinking and tell them how to act. As 
an army. perhaps that is best. But 
that is the distinction.” 
DARK IN CHINA. 

Baron Von Polenz has rather du- 
bious views as to the situation § in 
China. He thinks that the celestial 
empire is to be the scene of a great 
struggle in the not far distant future, 
and he looks grave when asked about 


it. 

“Tt is perhaps the most fertile coun- 
try on the face of the globe, and in a 
territory less—much less—in area than 
the United States, there are over 
400,000,000 people. You have less than 
seventy-five million. And the great 
mass of these people are ignorant. 
They are hard working, industrious, 
generally peaceable, very superstitious 
and ignorant to a_ degree. Their 
mental capacity generaliy is very 
small, and theirs is a stolid nature, 
capable of enduring much _ without 
manifesting any feeling, and at the 

«fame time when aroused they are the 
most ferocious of human beings. You 
have heard of our German ‘Berserker?’ 
Yes? Well, that is the Chinaman en- 
raged. There are no bounds to his 
madness. He will perform the most 
indescribable of acts, the most hor- 
rible of atrocities, and then bare his 
neck to the avenging blade without a 
trece of emption. 

“John naman is an entity all of 
his own. There is none other like him. 
There never has been, and with the 

prosres of the world there never will 
e 


will endure more than any 
human being that ever lived. He will 
live on so little that it is a marvel to 
humanity. He will put up with laws 
and political conditions such as no 
other race ever has, and he will only 
rebel when his religion is touched upon, 
or the traditions which are his very 
life are violated. 
their mistaken zeal, have had much to 
do with the present conditions in 
China. A Chinaman said to me. ‘You 
say you are Christians—one a Metho- 
dist, one a Presbyterian, one a Catho- 
lic, one a Laitheran, and others stil! of 
another denomination. What are we 
“to think? You have too many religions 
for us to understand. Confucius was 
our prophet. We had followed his 
teachin for years before your Jesus 
Christ | upon earth. And _ yet 
when we do not give up our religion 
for yours) the missionaries call us in- 
~ fidel heathen. You say that America is 
the land of tiie free, where all can wor- 
ship their own gods. Why do you not 
ot ge us to do the same in our own 
. especially when you have no bet- 
ter to offer us—or, at least, don’t show 
‘ws that you have.” That ie the way a 
Chinaman talked to me. He thought 

I was an American.”

OUNTERFEITING TOOLS 
CAPTURED BY OFFICERS. 


CHRONIS BROTHERS, FRUIT DEAL- 
' ERS, IN THE TOILS. 


Third Man Squealed, Out of Spite. 
What Was Underneath a New Photo- 


_ gtaphing Enterprise—Respondents Ar- 
raigned Befére U. S. Commissioner. 


? 
The chance visitor at the office of 
the United States Marshal in this city 
yesterday might have been struck by 
the unpacking of a nondescript lot of 
machinery, and the littering of the 
floor with straw from. the boxes. The 
government officials had, in fact, cap- 
tured a prize counterfeiting outfit, in 
the hands of Chronis Brothers, Greek 
fruit dealers, at No. 153 North Spring 
street, and had conveyed their pris- 
oners and the boxes in question, t» 
the Federal offices for examination. 
Georze Lamar, the third party to the 
offense, was also present, in charge of 
an officer, as he is now in jail on an- 
Other complaint, filed by the Chron:s 
Brothers. | 

The beginning of the undoing of the 
trio extends back several weeks, 
when the Chronises lodged a complaint 
against George Lamar for grand lar- 
ceny, and sent an officer to Denver to 
apprehend him. In this complaint it 
was aileged that Lamar had made off 
with two boxes containing a photo- 
graphic outfit, and Detective Walter 
Auble went to Denver and secured his 


man, and had the boxes reshipped io. 


the address of Chronis Brothers in 
this city. 

Lamar is a Greek also, and was in- 
dignant at the Chronises, and gave up 
the whole scheme to Auble, telling him 
that the boxes ‘contained a counter- 
feiting outfit, and that he had taken 
ft. away because he feared detection. 
With all the ragged ends pulled w- 
gether, the story is about as follows, 
as told by Lamar: 

Peter Chronis, James Chronis and 
George Lamar, ail Greeks, the latter 
also being known by the alias of John 
Zack, worked out a scheme for re- 
coining Mexican rilver into United 
States dollars. The'r headquarters 
were at the fruit stand, at No. 143 
North Spring street, and they first 
went about securing the necessary ma- 
chinery, Lamar be.ng the active n 
in the business while the Chronis 
brothers put up the money. He went 
to various machine shops about the 
city, and had one piece made here and 
one there, so tat it would be impos- 
sible for anybody to tell for what pur- 
the was designed. A 
room was rented for Lamar on New 
High street, and the stuff assembled 
at that place. They then went about 
gathering up Mexican doliars, and 
had $350 on hand when Lamar decided 
it was a good time to pul! out. He 
accordingly packed the machinery in 
two boxes, shipped it by freight to 
himself at Denver, and went there 
himself, where, as already told, he 
was found by Auble. 

Lamar was admonished to keep 
quiet, Auble took his story to the 
United States Marshal, and all parties 
laid low to await the arrival of the 
mysté@rious es. The freight depart- 
ment \jof the Santa Fé was let into 
the secret, and yesterday notified the 
officers that the boxes were here. 
Deputy George H. McCulloch was de- 
tailed on the job, and in company with 
detectives Auble and Hawley, went to 
the railway station, and nabbed oné 
of the Chronises when he claimed the 
property. The other was picked at 
the fruit store, and the @hole outfit 
carted to the Mareha,'s office, where 
Lamar giso appeared, both as a wit- 
ness and ag a defendant, as in the 
complaint. he is pamed with Peter and 
James Chronis. 

The outfit consists of gasoline tank, 
crucible, furnace, meulds for casting 
the metal into bars, a roller press for 
rolling the bars to the proper thick- 
ness, a large steel thimble for punch- 
ing the coin, and a machine for mill- 
ing the edges of the coin. In the boxes 
was also quantities of antimony, bis- 
muth, copper and arsehjc crystals. 

Lamar told of a die press ordered 
of the Fulton Machine Works, but 
which had never been delivered. An 
officer was sent to the shops, and he 
secured this machine and delivered it 
to the marshal. It is a powerful press, 


.made on a unique and primitive pat- 


tern, and but for the absence of the 
dies to properly stamp the coins, the 
outfit would be complete. These have 
not been dug up, and probably have 
never been made, as no part of the 
outfit has ever been used. The only 
thing that came to light, when the 

remises were searched at No. 153 

orth Spfing street, was a pair of 
tongs, which undoubtedly belong to 
the outfit. 

The failure to find the 350 Mexican 
dollars, either in the boxes or about 
the effects of Lamar, is accounted for 
by the statement that the coin was 
converted into gold at a bank. 

The Chronises claim that they were 
induced by Lamar, he being a fellow- 
countryman out of employment, to set 
him up as a photographer, and they 
supposed that he was simply having 
a photographic outfit made. mar says 
he is a photographer, ahd one of his 
stories is that he was told by the 
Chronises that he was to be set up 
as a photographer, and he was none 
the wiser until the odd machinery be- 
gan to come in.

Sold Fire-house Lot to 
Chicago Man. { 


Now the City Will Have to 
Dicker-With New Owner 
or Build. 


After next November the fire com- 
pany at the corner of Fourth and Hill 
streets in thjs city will either have to 
hunt new quarters or stand for a con- 
siderable increase in the monthly 
rental of the fire house now occupied. 

This condition of affairs is due to in- 


the City Council and the owner of the 
property, A. J. Reithmuller, to come 
to an agreement regarding further oc- 
cupancy of the building as a fire house. 
Recently the Fire Commission has 
been discussing the question of obtain- 
ing a renewal of the lease of the prent- 
ises, which will expire in November. 
Under the old lease the city was pay- 
ing $175 monthly for the use of the 
building. It was not thought advisable 
to enter into a new lease for a long 
term, as both the Fire Commission 
and the Building Committee of the 
City Council favored the erection of a 
building by the city some time in the 
near future on the lot at the corner 
of Hill and street, which is 


the property of thé municipality.. 

But the owner of the Hill-street fire 
house was overlooked in these calcu- 
lations, and when he was asked on 
what terms he would renew the lease 
to the city for one year he asked $250 
a month rent. He sald he was willing 
to make a five-year lease at the old 
rental, but for any term shorter than 
that he demanded an increased rate. 
A conferente between the members of 
the Fire Commission and the Building 
Committee of the Council was held and 
the offer rejected. 

Then Mr. Reithmuller was asked on 
what terms he would sell the property, 
taking ‘as part payment the city’s lot 
at the corner of Hill and Second street 
at an appraised valuation of $16,000. 
He agreed to sell provided the city 
would pay him $12,000 in cash and 
deed him the ond-street property. 
Another conferen was held Tuesday 
between the Fire Commissioners and 
the Bullding Committee, and an offer 
of $10,000 and the lot was made to 
Reithmuller, which was promptly re- 
jected. 

Yesterday a local real-estate dealer, 
hearing of the offer made to the city, 
closed, negotiations for a sale of the 
fire heuse and lot, which he purchased 
on behalf of a Chicago customer. He 
offered $22,000 in cash and two Icts 
on Hartford street that are estimated 
to be worth $10,800. The contract for 
the sale was signed and the transfers 
will be made within a few days. 

Fire Commissicner Kuhrts was the 
only member of the Fire Commission 
or of the Pullding Committee who fav- 
ored the acceptance of Peithmuller’s 
offer. Speaking of the matter yester- 
day, Mr. Reithmuller said: ' 

“IT would much rather as a citizen 
of Los Angeles that the city had se- 
cured this property, although person- 
ally I have made several thousand dol- 
lars more the way the deal has turned 
out. The fire district is from First 
to Eighth streets and the location f 
the present fire house is as near the 
center as it is poseible to get. In 
the present state of the city finances 
I do not see how it will be able to sup- 
ply the funds for the erection of an 
adequate fire house on the city’s lot 
at Second and Hiil streets, and as 
far as I know there are no quarters 
that can be refited in that vicinity 
that would be suitable for the purpose 
of housing the apparatus.” 

From the present conditions it ap- 
pears that the department will either 
have to submit to what terms. it can 
secure from the new owner, whe being 
a non-resident will not be actuated by 
civie pride or local considerations, and 
will demand all he can get out of the 
property, or find a fire house removed 
from the center of the district and 
await the time when the finances of 
the city will allow the building of new 
quarters on the city’s lot at Second 
and Hill streets.

Rev. W. C. Dandy Died at His Home 
Yesterday—Was Prominent Methodist 


Clergyman for Many Years ‘

morning Rev. William  Craighton 
Dandy, for many --rs a prominent 
figure in the Methodist Church of the 
Northwest, passed away quietly at his 
home in this city, No. 1515 West 
Eighth street.

of the old man in my conversation.” 
In a more pointed manner Hazlitt re- 
flected upon old age in his remark: 
“Artists, I think, who have succeeded 
im their chief objects, live to be old 
and are agreeable old men. Their 
minds keep alive to the last. Cosway's 
spirit never flagged till after 90, and 
Nollekins, though nearly blind, passed 
ali hié mornings in giving directions 
about some group or bust in his work- 
ishop.” Such, then, is the ideal con- 
eagton of old age; a cheerful, useful 
existence, not a mere continued life of 
useless years added to other 
which have wearily preceded it.

But it is to the 
diseases of middle life and of the age 
period 55 and over, the affections of 
the heart and nervous system, the 
variogas forms of liver and urinary dis- 
eases, and among women ever more 
than among men, the most dread dis- 
ease of cancer, that old age is far more 
rare than it would be could medical 
science make the progress which sur- 
gery has made, and reach that point 
of exactitude and control of forces by 
which a disease in its early stages can 
be successful.y arrested. Unhappily, 
medical treatment is usually sougit 
too late, at a time when the system 
has been too far broken down by the 
encroachment of disease germs de- 
stroying vital tissue. 
IMPROVING HABITS OF YOUTH. 
Thus far the gain has been mostly 
upon the younger lives; it is in youth 
that we form our habits, and I be- 
lieve that our young men, spite of all 
remarks to the contrary, are today 
‘stronger, healthier, more active and 
more ambitious than the youth of any 
nation at any time in the past. It is 
no longer fashionable to look pale ani 
delicate with a tendency to consump- 
tion or scrofula and anaemia. Men 
and maidens today must look healthy 
if they would find partners, and it is 
simply social justice that those unfit 
to marry and procreate their species 
should not do so. There is a sub- 
stantial reason for the decreased mar- 
riage rate, and that is that large num- 
bers of women—a far too large pro- 
portion—are unfit for marriage. It is 
better so. There: is no need for a 
large increase in popwation, but every 
possible need for an increased appre- 
ciation of the value of life itself and 
the increased possibilities for indi- 
vidual development. 
John Burn Bailey called attention 
to the fact \#@ich he had noted from 
this own inquiries “that the mentally 
deficient or intellectually inactive fail 
to Be represented in his list of the 
long-lived; energy of brain must co- 
exist with vigor of body to insure ex- 
treme longevity.” and to this remark 
I may aid one of Hufeland’s observa- 
tions On the art of prolonging 1 fe, 
that “no instance can be found of an 
idler having attained to a remarkable 
old age.”

What I have tried to make clear in 
these few remarks upon industry and 
long life is the necessary relation be- 
tween continued years and increasing 
usefulness. Mere continued years can- 
not be looked upon or desired from an 
individual or social point of view un- 
jess the increase of years brings in- 
crease of happiness to the one who 
lives beyond the normal age, and to 
those with whom his existence is in- 
terwoven. “Why etay we on earth un- 
less we grow?’

The dog and the elephant met for the 
first time during the circus parade one 
morning last August in Denver. It 
was a case of love at first sight. 

Prince sat with his master on the 
reat of a butcher's wagon as the pa- 
rade came down the street. When he 
saw Fanchon lumbering by, he wagged 
hig tail with joy and the big elephant 
playfully lifted her trunk and caressed 
the dog in her own peculiar fashion. 
Their kindred spirits met and recog- 
ized each other. The dog bounded 
from the wagon and followed at the 
elephant'’s heels. 

When the parade reached the show 
grounds the dog was still following at 


. the side of Fanchon. Pearl Souder, the 


superintendent of the elephants, tried 
to drive the dog away, but Prince re- 
fused to leave the side of his new 
friend. Fanchon also objected to a sep- 
aration. She shoved Souder away 
roughly with her trunk, and picking 
the dog up tenderly, laid him on her 
back and walked into the menagerie 
tent. 

All that day Prince and Fanchon 
stuck close together and Souder 
watched them from one end of -the 
menagerie. In the evening he called 
the attention of one of the Ringlings 
to the strange union. 

“I can’t take the whelp away from 
her,” explained Souder; “when I try it 
she howls iike a demon and the dog 
whines as though his heart would 
break.” 

Even a dog is not tolerated around 
a circus unless it works; so it was de- 
cided that if some employment could 
be found for Prince he might remain. 
George Hartzell, the clown, was look- 
ing for a dog to use in one of his acts. 
Prince seemed to fill the bill, eo Hart- 
ze!l mede friends with the elephant and 
began to train the dog. 

Prince was an apt pupil. In a week's 
time he was being shot from the mouth 
of acannon. He liked his new em- 
ployment, and. as it did not separate 
him from his big friend, he put his 
heart and-soul into the show businers 
and was assigned sleeping quarters in 
one of the elephant cars. 

The strange affection increased as 
the days passed. Prince has more in- 
fluence over Fanchon than has Souder 
or any of the animal men. He can 
lead the big brute when she would not 
budge for Souder. He spends the fore- 
noon romping with his ponderous com- 
panion. 

Their favorite pastime is to play 
at “tug-of-war” with a hemp pad. 
Fanchon wraps her trunk around one 
end of the pad and Prince. sets his 
teeth firmly in the other end. Then the 
battle begins. Though the elephant is 
strong enough to toss the dog over the 
tent, Prince is always the victor. He 
writhes and wriggzies as though he were 
shaking a rat to pieces, and Fanchon, 
with just enough resistance be snake 
it sport for the dog, follows wherever 
the dog may lead. 

“It's the strangest love Match I ever 
heard of,” says Souder. “Fanchon 
weitghs three tons and a half and Prince 
weighs about thirty pounds. 
wouldn't that jar you? That whelp g*ts 
into mischief every day, and if we try 
to punish him Fanchon gets on her 
ear; #0 you might say the dog runs 
the show. 

“Lest week Prince got Into the laun- 
drv baskets and tore up a lot of clown. 
suits. I think Fanchon helped, but I 
only caught the dog. I gave him a 
kick, and what did he do but run 
yeloing into the elephant barn and 
walk right up to Fanchon for sym- 
pathy. Fanchon had more than sym- 
pathy for the dog, as I learned to my 
sorrow an hour or so later. I was 
walking down the aisle of elephants, 


with not the slightest thought of evil, 


Now 


when I was lifted itn the alr 
and tossed into a fle of baled 
hay. When I gathe myself and 


looked around, Fanchon squirted a pall 
water over me. 

ay was the first time that elephant 
had displayed any temper, and I de- 
cided to nip it in the bud; but the old 
girl was as determined as I was. That 
infernal whelp stood behind her growl- 
ing at me, and every time he growled 
the elephant made a smash at me. It's 
the first time Ll ever gave up when | 
attempted to chastise one of the ele- 
phants, but I have learned thet an ele- 
phant with a dog friend is not a safe 
thing to monkey with. 

“None of the other elephants like the 
dog, and I have tried again and again 
to lure him near them, but he has no 


use for any of them but Fanchon. It 


is the first time I ever knew of a dog 
and an elephant to make friends. As a 
matter of fact, elephants are afraid of 
dogs. I have heard of horses and ele- 
phants being friendly, but this dog and 
elephant business beats me. : 
“They fight for each other to the 
bitter @¢nd. The other day Fanchon 
deliberately broke a drum and threw 
the pieces out of the window. When I 
brought the remnants back to the tent 
and laid them before her she began to 
tremble, knowing that she had done 
something she ought not. I picked 
up my whip and was about to lash her 
with it. when around comes the dog 
and nips me in the leg. I made a dive 
for the dog, and he ran back to the 
elephant. Here was a fine state of 
things. This nasty little cur felt safe 
and laughed at me—that’s what he 
did. If I weht after him and gave him 
what he deserved the elephant would 
go crazy with anger and make 
mess of the whole shooting gallery. A 
bad elephant is about the worst thing 
you could go up against. Fanchon so 
far had shown a decent disposition, 
and was a mighty big help around 
the show, as well as a good performer. 
All I could do was to let the little beast 
make faces at me and walk away. 
But one of these fine days I will get 
him, and get him right, and Fanchon 
may have to fear an extra chain or 
two to keep her from getting gay for a 
doubt about who is running the ele- 


phant part of the show. There may be’ 


some good points about dogs, but I 
have never seen them show up well 
around an elephant troop.”
